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MARKET  REVIEW 


On  December  16,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  announced  consumption 
requirements  of  9,200,000  tons  for  calendar  year  1965.  This  was  the 
same  total  amount  as  proposed  on  October  19,  1964.  The  principal  ad- 
dition to  the  previous  propos al  was  the  spelling  out  of  the  method  of  im- 
posing limitations  for  the  first  half  of  the  year  on  the  importation  of 
sugar.  During  the  first  quarter  500,000  tons  may  be  entered  and  during 
the  second  quarter  1,200,000  tons.  This  action  limits  foreign  imports 
during  the  first  half  to  slightly  over  half  of  the  quantity  established  by 
the  requirements  determination. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1964  receipts  of  foreign  sugar  totaled 
502,000  tons,  of  which  496,000  tons  was  raw  sugar  for  refiners.  In 
addition  to  foreign  sugar,  refiners  received  about  560,000  tons  of  do- 
mestic quota  sugar,  or  a  total  of  1,056,000  tons.  During  the  first  quar- 
ter of  1964,  refiners'  stocks  were  reduced  about  355,000  tons,  but  still 
were  at  a  very  high  level,  1,021,000  tons,  as  compared  with  an  average 
during  the  previous  five  years  of  632,000  tons. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  196  5,  foreign  sugar  receipts  will  be  at  the 
same  level  as  last  year  but  larger  quantities  of  domestic  raw  sugar  will 
be  available  to  refiners.  It  is  expected  that  about  200,000  tons  more 
mainland  raw  sugar  would  move  to  refiners  and  there  may  be  slightly 
more  sugar  available  from  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico.  With  receipts  of 
about  1,250,000  tons  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  refiners' 
stocks  would  be  at  a  moderate  level  at  the  end  of  March. 

Refiners'  deliveries  during  the  first  quarter  of  1964  totaled  1,355,000 
tons  and  are  not  expected  to  substantially  exceed  this  amount  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1965.  The  high  rate  of  deliveries  during  December  to 
date  indicates  some  stockpiling  by  users  in  anticipation  of  higher  prices 
for  refined  sugar  early  next  year  and  this  can  be  expected  to  have  an 
adverse  effect  on  deliveries  by  refiners  early  next  year. 

Beet  sugar  processors  will  have  about  650,  000  tons  more  sugar  on  hand 
at  the  end  of  this  year  than  on  December  31,  1963.  Their  deliveries  are 
expected  to  be  at  a  higher  rate  during  the  early  months  of  1965  than  in 
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1964  because  their  sales  in  late  1964  were  restricted  by  limited  mar- 
keting allotments  . 

Charges  against  1964  sugar  quotas  apparently  will  total  about  9,  175,000 
tons,  of  which  5,575,000  tons  are  expected  to  be  from  domestic  areas 
and  3,600,000  tons  from  foreign  countries.  About  504,000  tons  of  glob- 
al quota  sugar  was  withheld  from  the  9,800,000  ton  consumption  re- 
quirement, and  it  appears  that  an  additional  45,000  tons  of  foreign 
sugar  may  not  be  entered  during  1964.  The  domestic  deficit  of  about 
75,000  tons  is  attributable  to  a  probable  short  fall  in  Puerto  Rican 
entries . 

Quota  charges  of  9,  175,000  tons,  plus  the  very  high  level  of  quota  sugar 
stocks  held  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  1,324,000  tons,  when  adjusted 
for  losses  in  the  refining  process  resulted  in  an  overall  supply  of 
10  ,  440 ,  000  tons  of  quota  sugar  for  1964.  With  deliveries  for  U.  S.  con- 
sumption expected  to  be  about  9,650,000  tons,  quota  stocks  at  the  end 
of  1964  would  total  790,000  tons.  While  this  would  be  a  reduction  of 
534,000  tons  from  quota  stocks  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  such  stocks 
would  be  about  the  same  as  at  the  end  of  1962.  About  35,000  tons  of  the 
790,000  tons  are  expected  to  be  direct-consumption  sugar  held  by  im- 
porters and  the  balance  would  be  sugar  for  further  processing  normally 
in  the  hands  of  refiners,  but  this  year  importers  may  also  hold  some 
such  sugars  . 

Quota  charges  in  1963  totaled  10,515,000  tons  and  with  reported  deliv- 
eries of  9,989,000  tons,  year-end  1963  quota  stocks  increased  524,000 
tons  over  those  held  December  31,  1962.  Physical  deliveries  in  1963, 
after  adjustment  for  sugar  actually  delivered  in  1964,  totaled  9,800,000 
tons  with  an  indicated  increase  in  invisible  stocks  of  about  100,000  tons. 

With  1964  deliveries  estimated  at  9,  650,  000  tons,  there  would  be  a  total 
decrease  of  339,000  from  lastyear's  deliveries  totaling  9  ,  989  ,  000  tons. 
Beet  sugar  deliveries  will  be  266,000  tons  less  than  during  1963  and 
refiner 's  deliveries  are  expected  to  be  about  90,  000  tons  lower  than  last 
year.  Importers  and  mainland  cane  mills'  deliveries  of  direct-con- 
sumption sugar  are  expected  to  be  slightly  higher  in  1964. 

Deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  during  January-November  1964  totaled 
8,802,000  tons  and  December  deliveries  are  estimated  at  about  848,000 
tons.    This  is  a  high  rate  of  deliveries  for  that  month  if  one  assumes 
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that  they  will  include  very  little  constructive  deliveries.  However,  indi- 
cated refined  price  increases  to  be  effective  in  January  and  the  possi- 
bility of  a  dock  strike,  are  expected  to  bolster  demand. 

With  1964  sugar  deliveries  estimated  at  about  9 ,  650,  000  tons  and  with 
231,000  tons  of  sugar  reported  in  1963,  but  physically  delivered  in  1964, 
the   total  sugar  physically  made  available  to  users   would   total  about 
9,875,000  tons.   The  high  rate  of  deliveries  during  December  indicates 
an  increase  of  about  75,000  tons  in  invisible  stocks  during  the  year. 

Production  of  new  crop  sugar  in  the  mainland  cane  area  totaled  about 
370,000  tons  through  November  1964  and  is  expected  to  total  725,000 
tons  during  this  calendar  year.  Only  480,  000  tons  of  this  production  can 
be  marketed  during  1964.  An  additional  475,000  tons  of  the  1964  crop 
is  expected  to  be  produced  during  early  1965,  most  of  it  during  the  first 
quarter.  The  effective  inventory  of  720,000  tons  would  be  about  300,000 
tons  higher  than  that  at  the  beginning  of  1964  and  500,000  tons  above  the 
1959-63  average.  About  50,000  tons  of  the  720,000  tons  will  be  mar- 
keted as  direct-consumption  sugar  and  the  balance  would  be  available 
to  refiners.  During  January- March  1964  refiners'  receipts  of  mainland 
raw  sugar  totaled  165,000  tons  but  it  is  expected  that  about  200,000  tons 
more  mainland  cane  raw  sugar  will  move  to  refiners  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1965. 

In  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area  production  of  sugar  through  November 
totaled  about  2,720,000,  of  which  1,100,000  tons  was  from  the  1963 
crop  and  1,620,000  tons  from  the  1964  crop.  Production  during  the 
calendar  year  is  expected  to  be  about  3,350,000  tons.  With  marketings 
limited  to  2,700,000  tons,  there  will  be  an  increase  of  650,000  tons  in 
physical  stocks  over  the  1,025,000  held  at  the  beginning  of  this  year. 
The  January'l,  196  5  effective  inventory  (physical  stocks  of  1,675,000 
plus  additional  1964  crop  production  of  about  1,000,000  tons)  would  total 
approximately  2,675,000  tons  or  slightly  more  than  the  1965  quota  for 
the  domestic  beet  area. 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  at  New  York  averaged  6.17  cents 
per  pound  in  November  1964  and  6.93  cents  for  the  first  11  months  of 
this  year.  During  the  first  18  days  of  December  this  price  averaged  6.48 
cents  and  for  the  period  January  1  -  December  18  the  average  was  6.91. 
The  calendar  year  1964  average  price  should  be  about  6.90  cents  as 
compared  with  last  year's  average  of  8.  18  cents  and  a  five-year  (1959- 
63)  average  of  6.69  cents  per  pound.  During  the  first  six  months  of  1964 
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the  spot  price  of  domestic  raw  sugar  averaged  7.  53  cents  and  during  the 
last  half  6.26  cents  per  pound. 

During  January- November  1964,  the  spot  price  for  world  sugars  aver- 
aged 6.15  cents  per  pound.  During  the  first  18  days  of  December,  this 
price  averaged  2.  85  cents.  Assuming  a  continuation  of  the  level  of  prices 
prevailing  at  the  end  of  that  period  the  average  for  the  month  would  be 
about  2.  83  cents  and  the  annual  average  would  be  about  5 .  87-cents  or  on 
a  comparable  basis,  including  freight  and  duty,  about  0.  10  cent  less  than 
the  6.90  cents  estimated  average  for  domestic  raw  sugar.  During  the 
first  6  months  of  1964  the  world  price  averaged  7.95  cents  and  during 
the  last  6  months  3.79  cents  per  pound. 

During  196  3  the  average  spot  price  for  world  raw  sugar  was  8.50  cents 
per  pound  or  1.23  cents  above  the  average  for  domestic  sugar  on  a  com- 
parable basis  . 

Increases  in  the  wholesale  list  prices  for  refined  sugar  have  been  an- 
nounced to  be  effective  in  some  of  the  territories  during  December. 
Refined  cane  sugar  prices  increased  0.25  cent  in  the  Northeast,  South- 
east and  Gulf  effective  December  7.  On  the  West  Coast  an  increase  of 
0.25  cent  was  announced  by  some  primary  distributors  to  be  effective 
December  14  but  it  now  appears  that  the  increase  was  only  0.15  cent  in 
the  Northwest  and  prices  remain  unchanged  in  the  Lower  Pacific  Coast 
territory.  Beet  sugar  prices  were  unchanged  in  the  Eastern  and  Chicago- 
West  territory.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  196  5  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

1965  Sugar  Requirements,  Quotas  and  Import  Regulation  Changes 
Announced:    (December  16,  1964)    ________ 


Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman  today  determined  the 
amount  of  sugar  to  me  et  consumer  requirements  in  the  continental 
United  States  for  1965.  Today's  determination  is  in  accordance  with  the 
proposal  the  Secretary  announced  on  October  19  except  that  the  quota 
for  Hawaii  has  been  increased.  This  will  slightly  change  the  quotas  of 
most  foreign  countries.  Today's  actions  include: 

(1)  The  determination  of  sugar  requirements  and  the  establishment  of 
quotas  for  the  calendar  year  1965  totaling  9.2  million  short  tons,  raw 
value . 

(2)  An  increase  of  5,479  tons  in  the  quota  for  Hawaii  pursuant  to  Section 
202(a)(2)(B)  of  the  Act. 

(3)  Quarterly  limitations  for  the  first  half  of  1965  on  importations  of 
raw  sugar  from  all  foreign  countries,  as  a  group,  as  follows: 


(4)  Sugar  import  regulation  817  is  amended  to  provide  for  application  for. 
set-aside  of  quota  to  accommodate  these  limitations.  Applications  for 
importation  of  sugar  or  for  set-aside  of  quota  for  arrival  early  1965  for 
which  evidence  is  furnished  within  five  days  of  the  date  of  publication  of 
the  regulation  in  the  Federal  Register,  that  ship  charters  were  irrev- 
ocably arranged  prior  to  4:00  p.m.  November  30,  1964  will  be  approved. 

All  applications  covering  sugar  to  be  imported  during  the  first  quar- 
ter of  1965  received  within  such  five  days  will  be  considered  as  having 
been  received  at  the  same  time.  Other  set-aside  applications  for  quota 
sugar  from  all  foreign  countries  willbe  accepted  on  a  first-come-first- 
served  basis  up  to  the  quantity  of  the  total  imports  scheduled  for  the 
particular  quarter  of  1965.

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If  two  or  more  applications  become  eligible  at  the  same  time  and  the  un- 
filled balance  of  the  quantitative  limitation  is  less  than  the  total  quan- 
tity covered  by  such  applications,  priority  will  be  given  to  applications 
on  thebasis  of  the  country  having  the  smallest  ratio  betweenthe  quantity 
already  authorized  for  entry  for  the  year  196  5  and  the  average  of  the 
quantities  imported  from  such  country  during  like  periods  in  1963  and 
1964.  Ties  will  be  broken  by  giving  priority  first  to  the  application 
covering  the  smallest  quantity  of  sugar  and  then  to  the  application  cov- 
ering sugar  from  the  country  having  the  smallest  quota.  Applications 
for  set-aside  of  1965  quota  prorations  for  importation  after  the  first 
quarter  may  be  approved  as  much  as  75  days  in  advance  of  the  first  day 
of  the  scheduled  quarter  of  importation.  All  applications  received  before 
such  time  shall  be  considered  as  having  been  received  at  the  same  time. 

Secretary  Freeman  stated  that  the  imposition  of  time  limitations  on  the 
imports  of  raw  sugar  from  foreign  countries  is  necessary  to  insure  that 
prices  for  raw  sugar  will  be  in  line  with  the  price  objective  of  the  Sugar 
Act,  which  is  currently  6.  6  cents  per  pound.  He  added  that  196  5  futures 
prices  as  quoted  by  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  indicate 
that  world  prices  of  sugar  will  be  substantially  below  the  domestic 
price  objective.  Since  no  import  fee  is  applicable  to  1965  imports,  the 
favorable  United  States  price  differential  suggests  that  imports  in  early 
196  5  might  be  well  in  excess  of  our  market  requirements  in  the  absence 
of  these  quantitative  restrictions. 

These  actions  make  effective,  as  of  January  1,  1965,  both  the  quarterly 
limitations  and  the  quotas  as  set  forth  in  the  following  table:

HIGHLIGHTS 


1.  November  1964  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
721,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  about  102,000  tons 
from  October  1964  but  up  84,000  tons  from  November  1963.  January- 
November  1964  deliveries  8,802,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (prelim- 
inary), down  237,000  tons  from  January-November  1963.  Final  data 
for  October  1964  deliveries  823,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  same  as 
previously  published  preliminary. 

2 .  Primary  distributors 1  stocks  November  28 ,  1964  were  2,  024,  339  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  u£  10  5,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
up  616,000  tons  from  end  October  1964.  During  November  refiners' 
stocks  increased  by  183,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  by  415,000 
tons,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  by  16,000  tons,  and  importers 
of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  by  2,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  1964  quotas  through  November  30,  1964  were  8,699,152 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  1,102,381  tons  to  be  sup- 
plied within  the  9,800,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,    January -October  deliveries,  1964  as  compared  to  1963, 
were  down  to  4  of  the  5  regions:   Decreases  --  North  Central  4.3  per- 
cent, South  4.9  percent,   Middle  Atlantic  6.  1  percent,  New  England  6.4 
percent.  Increase  --  West  up  3.0  percent. 

5.  Third  qua-r-ker  1964  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  all  industrial 
user  groups  than  for  the  same  1963  quarter,  and  they  were  also  larger 
to  three  of  the  four  non-industrial  buyer  groups.  To  industrial  buyers 
the  national  increase  was  13.4  percent,  and  to  non-industrial  buyers 
4.1  percent.  Corn  refiners'  total  domestic  shipments  of  corn  sirup  and 
dextrose  wer$  up  by  about  7.3  percent.
